As a matter of fact 
th ere 
are 
some ‘b lind tigers’ in Ru sh v ille, v i­ 
ciou s ones. Not one h u ndred h u t a 
limited nu mb er. 
Th ese, h owev eY, iu 
du e cou rse of time will b e cap tu red 
and th eir p elts h u ng u p in th e city ’s] 
h ad of ju stice as trop h ies of Ru sh - 
v ille’s v ictory ov er wild b easts. At 
p resent th ere are ten gov ernment li­ 
q u or licenses h eld in Ru sh v ille. Fou r 
of th ese b y dru ggists and six 
b y 
oth er p arties. 
Th e law p ermits th e 
sh ip ment of liq u or into “dry ” terri­ 
tory for p riv ate u se. 
It is also le­ 
gal for dru ggists to h andle liq u or 
for medicial p u rp oses. Wh y th en a 
gov ernment liq u or license oth er th an 
th e ab ov e in ‘dry ’ territory if not 
for u lterior p u rp oses ?” 


Dr. A. W. Jamieson’s th eme was, 
“Wh at th e 
Citizens 
of 
llu sh v ille 
Hav e a Righ t to Ex p ect 
of 
Th eir 
Officers.” lie said in p a r t: 
“Ru sh v ille lias b een going some. 
A few weeks ago we h ad a v ery u n­ 
desirab le name-th at of a “b oot-leg­ 
ging town.’ 
Bu t some ch anges h av e 
taken p lace. Ou r laws forb idding th e 
traffic in liq u or h av e b ecome a terror 
to ev il-doers and a satisfaction to 
th em th at do well. 
Th e majority of 
ou r p eop le h av e said with th eir b al­ 
lots, “We want a ‘dry ’ town, so far 
as th e wh iskey b u siness is concern­ 
ed. 
We are h ere tonigh t to let th e 
officers know and to let 
criminals 
know th at th e law ab iding p eop le are 
with th e officers for th e enforcement 
of th ose laws th at will sav e u s from 
th e cu rse of b ooze. 
We do not single ou t th is law’ as 
th e only on© we want enforced. Bu t 
as 1 u nderstand it th is meeting is to 
p u t emp h asis iipon th is one matter. 
We do not want falling leav es b u rn­ 
ed after dark, b u t we are not h ere 
to p u t emp h asis u p on th e enforce­ 
ment of th at law’ at th e p resent time. 
Th e h igh est su ccess iu law enforce­ 
ment is to 
p rev ent 
p eop le 
from 
b reaking th e law. 
1 b eliev e in p u n­ 
ish ing offenders, b u t I 
am 
alway s 
sorry wh en a man h as to b e imp ris­ 
oned or fined. 
Prev ention is b etter 
th an cu re. 
Ou r officers h av e 
th e 
dou b le du ty of p rev enting th e u nlaw­ 
fu l sale of liq u or, and seeing th at 
offenders are du ly p u nish ed. 
How 
we 
ap p reciate ou r officers. Rom. 
13 :4 sp eaks of th e civ il officer 
as 
Ministers of God. 
We p reach ers are 
God’s ministers in th e ch u rch ; 
ou r 
officers are God’s ministers in civ il 
affairs. 
Th e lib erties we p rize, and 
th e righ ts we wou ld maintain are de­ 
pt n den l u p on th e faith fu l work of 
ou r officers. We h av e a righ t to ex ­ 
p ect : 


•“Th at th ey wdll rep resent th e b et­ 
ter element of th e commu nity . 
Ev ­ 
ery commu nity h as its good citizens. 
Th ey are th e normal 
and 
lnancial 
strength of th e commu nity . 
Ev ery 
commu nity was its less desirab le ci­ 
tizens. 
Th ey mu st b e restrained b y 
law, or p u nish ed for its v iolation, if 
th e p eace and good order 
of 
th e 
commu nity is to b e maintained. We 
h av e a righ t to ex p ect th at ou r offi­ 
cers will, th emselv es, b e ob edient to 
th e laws of th e city ; and really rep ­ 
resent th e law ab iding forces of th e 
commu nity . 


“We h av e a righ t to ex p ect th at 
th ey will h av e a h igh 
regard 
for 
th eir oath of office. 
Th is ap p lies to 
ju ry men wh o may h e called to serv e 
as well as to th e j>ermanent officials. 
We know’ th e criminal 
class 
h av e 
little regard for th eir oath , b u t wh en 
a man is elected and takes th e oath , 
h e not only is ob ligated to men b u t 
to God to disch arge arigh t th e du ­ 
ties of h is office. 
“We do not ex p ect ou r officers to 
make alws or to u nmake th em. Pos­ 
sibly th ey wish th ere were certain 
added laws. 
I w’isli th ere wrere. 
1 
wish we h ad a law making it an of­ 
fence to sh ip liq u or into ‘dry ’ terri­ 
tory . I wish we h ad a law p roh ib it­ 
ing th e United States rom selling 
a 
retail liq u or tax receip t to a 
meat 
market or a restau rant or a lodge in 
a ‘dry ’ town. 
I th ink we ou gh t to 
h av e su ch law’s, b u t we do not h av e 
th em and ou r officers mu st do with ­ 
ou t th em. 
Some laws may b e on th e 
statu te b ooks wh ich some p eop e do 
not like. It is not th e b u siness or ou r 
officers to annu l th ese or make th em 
a dead letter. 
“ We hav e a right to ex pect that 
in enforcing the laws, they will know 


b u t two classes o p eop le; 
th e law- 
ab iding and th e law-b reaking. 
Th e 
law-ab iding cau se no tronb e. 
Law­ 
b reakers b elong to th e oth er class 
and we ex p ect th em all to look alike 
to ou r officers. Th e p eop le of th is 
commu nity want th e sale of liq u or, 
as 
a b ereage, stop p ed. 
We 
want 
ev ery citizen of Ru sh v ille to ob ey 
th e laws. 
If any b ody 
p ersists 
in 
b reaking th e law’, we care not wh o 
h e is, we wrant h im so p u nish ed th at 
h e will not rep eat th e offense; 
and 
we h av e a righ t to ex p ect th at ou r 
officers will see th at th is is done. 
As th e h ou r was growing late, Dr. 
D. 1. Lamb ert sp oke b riefly of wh at 
th e officers h av e a righ t to ex p ect of 
th e citizens of Ru sh v ille. 
He p oint­ 
ed ou t th at h e h ad not ob tained th e 
v iews of any officers, so th at th ey 
were not resp onsib le for any th ing h e 
said. 
He declared h e b eliev ed in all 
th at h ad b een said, b u t th at th ere 
were two sides to ev ery q u estion. 
“ If we were u nder au tocratic gov ­ 
ernment,” 
h e asserted, “we 
migh t 
ex cu se ou rselv es, b u t w’e 
h av e 
no 
su ch righ t. 
We not only make th e 
laws, b u t we su p p ort th ose wh o ex e­ 
cu te th em and th ey h av e a righ t to 
ex p ect ou r su p p ort. As w© leav e th e 
ch u rch tonigh t, any officer may h av e 
a righ t to ask th e assistance of any 
citizen, according to th e law’.” 
“Bu t ev en a more imp ortant th ing 
th an p u tting into effect th e law’,” h e 
continu ed, “th ere mu st h e th e righ t 
resp ect for th e law’ if th ere is th at 
righ t resp ect, 
it mu st come 
from 
th e p eople. Th ere sh ou ld h e th e righ t 
kind of atmosp h ere to 
enab le 
th e 
gov ernment to enforce law’. Th e p u b - 
lis sch ools h av e great influ ence, h u t 
standing b ack of th em is th e ch u rch 
of Jesu s Ch rist. 
If w’e 
only 
h ad 
someth ing to impel men to do righ t 
instead of h av ing 
men 
to 
gov ern 
th em. 
Th ere mu st b e b ack of th e 
effort in negativ es someth ing p osi­ 
tiv e. 
Th e most inconsistent th ing 
in tjh e w’orld is to try to estab lish 
someth ing p ositiv e. 
Th e most 
in­ 
consistent th ing in th eworld is to try 
to estab lish someth ing w’orth wh ile 
and not stand h ack of th e ch u rch 
and Bib e sch ool.” 
Th e Rev . A. D. Batch elor sp oke 
last on “Th e Su b stitu te for th e Sa­ 
loon.” 
Some ministers b efore h im 
h ad b een remarking ab ou t th e figh t, 
wh ich reminded h im, 
h e 
said, 
of 
wh at th e Du ke of Wellington said, 
wh en asked w’h at sort of u niform 
h e wou ld wear if h e h ad to figh t th e 
b atte of Waterloo ov er again. 
Wel­ 
lington replied h is sh irt sleev es. 
In th e temp erance figh t, h e said, 
“some of us h av e b eenw’orking in ou r 
sh irt sleev es and some h arsh th ings 
h av e b ee said.” 
Bu t an insu lt, 
h e 
said, is like mu d; it b ru sh es off eas­ 
ily wh en dry . 
“I am glad th e figh t is ov er,” lie 
continu ed. “We are all citizens h ere 
and ‘wet’ and ‘dry ’ alike, W’e all h av e 
to liv e togeth er. 
1 tru st 
we 
sh all 
forget some th ings, and b e at peace 
with one anoth er. 
Th is q u estion L 
for b oth ‘wets’ and ‘dry ’ and sh ou ld 
b e discu ssed 
in 
all 
commu nities 
wh eth er ‘wet’ or ‘dry ’. 
Ev ery city 
sh ou ld h av e a social center, and th e 
city with saloons sh ou ld h e more in­ 
terested. 
So far we h av e ex p ressed 
ou rselv es only in th e negativ e;

mu st p u t someth ing in p lace of th e 
saloon. 
“Th e tenth 
commandments 
said 
‘Th ou sh alt not’ and th ere was noth ­ 
ing constru ctiv e u ntil Ch rist came. 

So far as 
th e saloons are concerned, we h av e 
said, ‘Th ou sh alt ot.’

He said stores and

It is also le- 
gal for druggists to handle liquor 
for rnedicial purposes. \Ylvy then a. 
•overnment liquor license other than 
the above in 'dry' territory if not 
for ulterior purposes?" 


Dr. A. W. Jamieson's theme was, 


What the 
Citizens of 
Rushville 


Have a Right to Expect of Their 
Officers." 
He said in part: 


Bnshville has been going some. 


A few weeks ago we had a very un- 
desirable name-that of a "boot-leg- 
ging town.' But some changes have 
taken place. Our laws forbidding the 
traffic in liquor have become a terror 
to evil-doers and a satisfaction to 
them that do well. The majority of 
our people have said with their bal- 
lots, "We want a 'dry' town, so fai 
as the whiskey business is concern- 
ed. 
\Ve are here tonight to let the 


officers know and to let criminals 
know that the law abiding people are 
with the officers for the enforcement 
of those laws that will save us from 
the curse of booze. 


^Ye do not single out (his law a: 


the only one we want enforced. Bui 
as 1 understand it this meeting is to 
put emphasis upon this one matter, 
We do not want falling leaves burn- 
ed after dark, but we are not here 
to put emphasis upon the enforce- 
ment of that law at the present time 
The highest success in law enforce- 
ment is to 
prevent 
people 
fron 


breaking the law, I believe in pun- 
ishing offenders, but I 
am 
always. 


sorry when a man has to be impris- 
oned or fined. Prevention is bettei 
than cure. 
Our officers have 


double duty of preventing the unlaw- 
ful sale of liquor, and seeing tha' 
offenders are duly punished. Hov 
we appreciate our officers. Rom 
13:4 speaks of the civil officer 
as 


Ministers of God. We preachers an 
God's ministers in the church; on 
officers are God's ministers in eivi 
affairs. 
The liberties we prize, anc 


the rights we would maintain are de 
pendent upon the faithful work o 
our officers. We have a right to ex 
pect: 


•"That they will represent the bet 


ter clement of the community. Ev 
ery community has its good citizens 
They are the normal and 
Inancia 


strength of the community. Ever; 
community was its less desirable ci 
tizens. They must be restrained b; 
law, or punished for its violation, i 
the peace and good order 
of, tin 


community is to be maintained. Wi 
have a right to expect that our offi 
cers will, themselves, be obedient ti 
the laws of the city; and really rep 
resent the law abiding forces of the 
community. 


"We have a right to expect tha 


they will have a high regard 
fo 


their oath of office. 
This applies ti 


jurymen who may be called to servi 
as well as to the permanent officials 
We know the criminal class 
havi 


little regard for their oath, but when 
a man is elected and takes the oath 
he not only is obligated to men bu 
to God to discharge aright the du 
ties of his office. 


"We do not expect, our officers tc 


make alws or to unmake them. Pos 
sibly they wish there were certain 
added laws. 
I wish there were, 


wish we had a law making it an of 
fence to ship liquor into 'dry' terri 
tory. I wish we had a law prohibit 
ing the United States rom selling u 
retail liquor tax receipt to a mea 
market or a restaurant or a lodge in 
a 'dry' town. I think we ought ti 
have such laws; but we do not havi 
them and our officers must do with 
out them. Some laws may be on th 
statute books which some peope dc 
not like. It is not the busine'ss ,or on 
officers to annul these or make them 
a dead letter. 


"We have a right to expect tha 


in enforcing the laws, they will know 


ut two classes o peopje; .the law- 
biding and "the'law-breaking. The 
aw-abiding cause no • trpube." Law- 
reakers belong to the other class 
ml we expect them all to look alike 
o our officers. The people of this 
ommnnity want the sale of liquor, 
s a bereage, stopped. We want 
ivery citizen of Rushville to obey 
he laws. H anybody persists in 
ireaking the law, we care not who 
le is, we want him so punished that 
e will not repeat the offense; 
and 


ve -have a right to expect that our 
ifficers will see' that this is done. 


As the hour was growing late, Dr. 


D. I. Lambert spoke briefly of what 
he officers have a right to expect of 
he citizens of Rushville. He point- 
d out that he had not obtained the 
•iews of any officers, so that they 
vere not responsible for anything he 
said. He declared he believed in all 
hat had been said, but that there 
vere two sides to every question. 


"If we were under autocratic gov- 


irmnent," 
he asserted, "we might 


excuse ourselves, but we have no 


right. 
We not only make the 


aws, but we support those who exe- 
nte them and they have a right to 
expect our support. As we leave the 
liun-li tonight, any officer may have 
a right to ask the assistance of any 
citizen, according to the law." 


'But even a more important thing 


than putting into effect the law/' he 
continued, "there must be the right 
respect for the law if there is that 
right respect, 
it must come 
from 


the people. There should be the right 
kind of atmosphere to 
enable the 


government to enforce law. The pub- 
lis schools have great influence, bill 
.standing back of them is the church 
of Jesus Christ. If we 
only had 


something to impel men to do riglu 
instead of having men to goverr 
them. 
There must be back of the 


effort in negatives something posi- 
tive. 
The most inconsistent thing 


in tjhe world is to try to establisl: 
something positive. 
The most 
in- 


consistent thing in the world is to trj 
to establish something worth while 
and not stand back of the ehurcl 
and Bibe school." 


The Rev. A. D. Batchelor spoke 


last on "The Substitute for the Sa- 
loon." 
Some ministers before bin 


had been remarking about the fight 
which reminded him, he said, o 
•what the Dtike of Wellington said 
when asked what sort of uniforn 
he would wear if he had to fight the 
batte of Waterloo over again. Wel- 
lington replied his shirt sleeves. . , 


In the temperance fight, he saitl 


"some of us have been working in.ou 
shirt sleeves and some harsh thing: 
have bee said." But an insult, 
hi 


said, is like mud; it brushes off eas 
ily when dry., 


"I am glad the fight is over," h 


continued. "We are all citizens her 
and 'wet' and 'dry' alike, we all hav 
to live together. I trust 
we shal 


forget some things, and be at peac 
with one another.

communitie 


whether 'wet' or 'dry'. Every citj 
should have a social center, and th 
city with saloons should be more hi 
teresled.
